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Obama orders review of air safety

HONOLULU (AP)—Talking 
publicly for the first time 
since a failed Christmas Day 
plot to blow up a U.S. airliner 
in flight, President Barack 
Obama called it on Monday 
“a serious reminder” of the 
need to adapt continually to 
the terror threat facing the 
United States. Even as Obama 
vowed to use “every element 
of our national power” to keep 
Americans safe, word came 
that a U.S. State Department 
warning had failed to trigger 
an effort to revoke the alleged 
attacker’s visa. Officials in 
Yemen confirmed that the 
suspect had been living in that 
country, where an al-Qaida- 
affiliated group quickly 
sought to take responsibility 
for his actions. 

The incident prompted stiffer

Gay marriage in Argentina 




is first m Latin America

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AP) —- Two Argentine men 
were joined Monday in Latin 
America’s first same-sex 
marriage, traveling to the 
southernmost tip of the Americas 
to find welcoming spot to wed. 
Gay rights activists Jose Maria 
Di Bello and Alex Freyre were 
married in Ushauaia, the capital 
of Argentina’s Tierra del Fuego 
state, in a ceremony witnessed 
by sate and federal officials. 
“My knees didn’t stop shaking,” 
Di Bello said. “We are the first 
gay couple in Latin America 
to marry.” The couple had 
previously tried to marry in the 
Argentine capital of Buenos 
Aires but were thwarted by 
city officials citing conflicting 
judicial rulings. Argentina’s 
Constitution is silent on whether 
marriage must be between a 
man and a woman, effectively 
leaving the matter to state and 
city officials. Tierra del Fuego 
Gov. Fabiana Rios said in a 
statement that gay marriage “is 
an important advance in human 


rights and social inclusion and 
we are very happy that this has 
happened in our state.” 

An official representing 
the federal government’s 
antidiscrimination agency, 
Claudio Morgado, attended 
the wedding in the city of 
Ushauaia and called the 
occasion “historic.” Many in 
Argentina and throughout Latin 
America remain opposed to 
gay marriage, particularly the 
Roman Catholic Church. 

But same-sex civil unions have 
been legalized in Uruguay, 
Buenos Aires, Mexico City 
and some states in Mexico 
and Brazil. Marriage generally 
carries more exclusive rights 
such as adopting children, 
inheriting wealth and enabling 
a partner to gain citizenship. 

Di Bello said the city of 
Ushuaia initially declined to 
authorize the marriage but 
went ahead after the couple 
received backing from the state 
of Tierra del Fuego. “We filed 
an administrative appeal to 
the government of Tierra del 
Fuego, which finally authorized 


the wedding. A bill that would 
legalize gay marriage was 
introduced in Argentina’s 
Congress in October but it has 
stalled without a vote. Only 
seven countries in the world 
allow gay marriages: Canada, 
Spain, South Africa, Sweden, 
Norway, the Netherlands 
and Belgium. U.S. states that 
permit same-sex marriage 
are Iowa, Massachusetts, 
Vermont, Connecticut and New 
Hampshire. Di Bello, 41, an 
executive at the Argentine Red 
Cross, met Freyre, 39, executive 
director of the Buenos Aires 
AIDS Foundation, at an HIV 
awareness conference. Both are 
HIV-positive.Q

passengers can once again 
have blankets and other items 
on their laps or move about 
the cabin during the tail end of 
flight. In-flight entertainment 
restrictions have also been 
lifted. 

The airline officials spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because federal safety officials 
had not publicly announced 
the changes. 

Security rules were relaxed in 
the last 24 hours, one official 
said. 

Tougher airline security 
measures were imposed Friday 
after a man flying from Nigeria 
to Amsterdam then to the U.S. 
on a Northwest Airlines flight 
tried to ignite an explosive as 
the plane prepared to land in 
Detroit. On Sunday, police 
met another Amsterdam- 
to-Detroit flight after the 
crew reported a “verbally 
disruptive passenger.” A law 
enforcement official said the 
man posed no security risk to 
the plane. 

Government officials have 
refused to discuss what 
restrictions had been put into 
place, but in many airports 
lines were longer and security 
personnel were extra diligent. 
Travelers on incoming 
international flights said 
that during the final hour, 
attendants removed blankets, 
banned opening overhead 
bins, and told passengers to 
stay in their seats with their 
hands in plain sight. 
Authorities introduced a 
second layer of security at 
Pearson International Airport 
in Toronto. On Monday 
morning, every U.S.-bound 
passenger was subjected to a 
pat down and their luggage 
was inspected by hand. It took 
about three hours for travelers 
to get through the checks. 

On one Air Canada flight 
from Toronto to New York’s 
La Guardia Airport the 
crew told passengers before 
departure that in addition 
to remaining in their seats 
for the duration of one-hour 
flight, they were not allowed 
to use any electronic devices 
— even iPods — or their 
own headphones. The crew 
also told passengers that they 
would not be able to access 
their personal belongings 
because of the “enhanced 
security procedures.”□ 
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Wild horse roundup to 
begin in U.S. amid protest

LAS VEGAS (AP) — A 
two-month capture of about 
2,500 wild horses from public 
and private lands in northern 
Nevada began Monday amid 
protests that the roundups are 
unnecessary and inhumane. 
Federal officials said the 
roundup is needed because 
the 850 square miles of land 
is overpopulated and could 
become unlivable to wildlife 
and livestock within four 
years. 

Bureau of Land Management 
spokeswoman JoLynn 

Worley said the agency began 
gathering horses Monday 
in the eastern portion of the 
Black Rock Range, a stretch 
of mountains more than 100 
miles north of Reno, Nevada. 
A contractor was using two 
helicopters under BLM 
supervision to move the 
horses to corrals, Worley said. 
The animals were then being 
trucked to Fallon, Nevada, for 
immunizations and veterinary 
care, she said. 

Worley said officials won’t 
know how many horses were 
captured on Monday until 
early Tuesday. She said the 
agency would likely be in the 


range for one week to 10 days 
— with a goal of capturing 250 
mustangs — before moving 
on to the next of five areas. 
Long-term plans call for the 
mustangs to be placed for 
adoption or sent to holding 
facilities in the Midwest. The 
agency said a facility in Reno 
was full of adoptable horses, 
making it unclear when the 
animals gathered in the latest 
capture could be put up for 
adoption. Horse defenders say 
the use of helicopters to drive 
horses to corrals is inhumane 
and risks their injury and death. 
Opponents also contend winter 
roundups expose horses to the 
risk of respiratory illness. 
Program Director Suzanne 
Roy of In Defense of Animals 
said the group questions the 
timing of the roundup and 
methods that prevent public 
monitoring of the roundup. 

“It just all smells bad,” she 
said. The California-based 
group has had trouble getting 
White House and other federal 
officials to work through 
their complaints during the 
holidays, she added. 

About 30 protesters gathered 
Sunday at the entrance to 
Red Rock Canyon National 
Conservation Area west of

Las Vegas, waving down 
motorists and holding 
placards. 

The group also planned to 
demonstrate Wednesday 
outside the San Francisco 
office of U.S. Sen. Dianne 
Feinstein, who protesters 
hope will sympathize with 
their calls for a moratorium 
on wild horse roundups. 
Other protests were being 
planned for Wednesday in 
Chicago and Denver. 
Worley said the agency 
planned to take reporters 
near the corralling sites 
on Wednesday and was 
working through details 
for public viewing areas 
as the roundup moves to 
different areas. □

Members of Congress 
questioned how a man flagged 
as a possible terrorist managed 
to board a commercial flight 
into the United States carrying 
powerful explosives in a 
failed attempt to bring down 
the jetliner.

Meanwhile, al-Qaida in the 
Arabian Peninsula claimed 
responsibility for the attack as 
retaliation for a U.S. operation 
against the group in Yemen. 
Yemeni forces, helped by U.S. 
intelligence, carried out two 
airstrikes against al-Qaida 


operatives this month in 
lawless areas of Yemen, which 
is fast becoming a major front 
in the war on terror. 

The second attack in Yemen 
occurred a day before 23-year- 
old Nigerian Umar Farouk 
Abdulmutallab attempted 
to bring down a Northwest 
Airlines flight as it prepared 
to land in Detroit. 

Yemen long has been an al- 
Qaida stomping ground. But 
officials fear that deepening 
instability in the Middle 
Eastern nation may be giving 
new opportunity for the terror 
group to establish a base to 
train and plan for attacks on 
the West. 

A statement posted on the 
Internet by al-Qaida in the 
Arabian Peninsula said 
Abdulmutallab coordinated 
with members of the group and 
used explosives manufactured 
by al-Qaida members. 

Solving one mystery of 
Abdulmutallab’s pre-Detroit 
path, the Yemeni Foreign 
Ministry said Monday that he 


was in Yemen from August 
until early December. He had 
received a visa to study Arabic 
in a school in San’a. Citing 
immigration authorities, the 
statement said Abdulmutallab 
had studied previously at the 
school, indicating it was not 
his first trip to Yemen. 

Obama, on vacation in 
his birthplace of Hawaii, 
acknowledged the attack 
showed the need to increase 
the United States’ defenses. He 
detailed the pair of reviews that 
he has ordered to determine 
whether changes are needed in 
either the watchlist system or 
airport screening procedures. 
“This was a serious reminder 
of the dangers that we face,” 
he said. “It’s absolutely 
critical that we learn from this 
incident.” 

Obama’s remarks Monday 
were the first heard from him 
on the Christmas Day scare 
three days earlier. 

Officials said that was 
deliberate, an effort by the 
White House to balance the 



need for the president to show 
concern but also not to unduly 
elevate a botched incident 
and thereby encourage other 
would-be attackers. 

Calling the Christmas Day 
incident an “attempted act of 
terrorism,” Obama vowed: 
“We will continue to do 
everything that we can to keep 
America safe in the new year 
and beyond.” 

“The United States will more 
than simply strengthen our 
defenses,” the president said. 
“We will continue to use every 
element of our national power 
to disrupt, to dismantle and 
defeat the violent extremists 
who threaten us.” 

Back in Washington, federal 
officials met to review their 
layered system of watchlists 
and other procedures to 
examine how to avoid the type 
of lapses that led to the attack. 
Abdulmutallab’s family in 
Nigeria released a statement 
that said his father had 
contacted Nigerian security 
agencies two months ago.Q 
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China set to execute Briton many say is unstable

URUMQI, China - China 
says Akmal Shaikh is a drug 
smuggler and must be executed 
Tuesday morning. But family 
and acquaintances say the 53- 
year-old Briton is mentally 
unstable and was lured to 
China from a life on the street 
in Poland by men playing on 
his dreams to record a pop 
song for world peace. 

Shaikh first learned of his 
death sentence Monday from 
his visiting cousins, who made 
a last-minute plea for his life. 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
had spoken personally to 
China’s prime minister about 
his case, but there’s little to 
suggest Beijing will relent. 

“I believe we have done 
everything we possibly can,” 
said Ivan Lewis, a Foreign 
Office minister, after meeting 
with the Chinese ambassador 


in London late Monday. “We 
urge at this very late stage the 
Chinese government to do the 
right thing.” 

Shaikh would be the first 
European citizen to be 
executed in China in half a 
century. 

Two years ago, the man 
who relatives say used to be 
hardworking and devoted to 
family, was apparently living 
on the streets of Warsaw. But 
Gareth Saunders, a British 
teacher who lives in Poland, 
told The Associated Press 
Shaikh nonetheless maintained 
an “exaggerated positivism” 
that Saunders called both 
endearing and sad. 

Saunders, who was one of the 
last people to see Shaikh before 
his arrest and who knew him 
as a colorful local character, 
said he helped out the fellow 
Brit by buying him coffee and 
singing backup when Shaikh 


insisted on recording his song 
for world peace, “Come Little 
Rabbit.” 

“He thought he had a gift with 
his voice, but it was clear to 
anyone listening he had no 
sense of timing, nothing,” 
said Saunders, who was put 
in contact with reporters by 
Reprieve, a London-based 
prisoner advocacy. 

The group, which has been 
lobbying for clemency for 
Shaikh, said he was duped into 
trafficking drugs to China by 
men promising that he would 
attain fame with a hit single. 
“He would’ve believed that 
for sure, about having a big hit 
in China,” said Saunders. 

The two last ran into each 
other in a Warsaw underpass 
when Shaikh told Saunders 
that he was going to a country 
in central Asia and would be 
back in a couple of weeks. 

“I think it’s absolutely

disgraceful,” Saunders said 
of the death sentence. “I don’t 
think he’s in a position to 
defend himself.” 

Shaikh was arrested in 2007 
for carrying a suitcase with 
almost 9 pounds (4 kilograms) 
of heroin into China on a 
flight from Tajikistan. He told 
Chinese officials he didn’t 


know about the drugs and 
that the suitcase wasn’t his, 
according to Reprieve. 

He was convicted in 2008 
after a half-hour trial. In one 
court appearance during his 
trial and appeal process, the 
judges reportedly laughed at 
his rambling remarks. □

RAMALLAH, West Bank 
(AP) — Israel announced 
Monday it is building nearly 
700 new apartments for Jews 


in east Jerusalem, where 
Palestinians hope to set up 
the capital of a future state. 
The U.S., Palestinians and the 
European Union condemned 
the plan, a fresh setback to 


American efforts to restart 
Mideast peace talks. 

The Palestinians have said 
they will not resume talks 
without an Israeli settlement 
freeze, and criticized what 
they said was another show of 
bad faith by Israel. 

“With each individual 
action it undertakes on the 
ground, Israel is saying no 
to meaningful negotiations,” 
said Palestinian negotiator 
Saeb Erekat. President 
Barack Obama’s Mideast 
envoy, George Mitchell, who 
is trying to find a formula for 
reviving negotiations, is due 
in Israel and the West Bank in 
the second week of January. 
White House press 
secretary Robert Gibbs 
said the U.S. “opposes new 
Israeli construction in east 
Jerusalem” and that neither 
side should take steps that 
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pre-empt the outcome of 
talks. He urged both sides to 
restart negotiations without 
preconditions. 

Sweden, which holds the 
rotating European Union 
presidency, said Israel’s latest 
plans “prevent the creation of 
an atmosphere conducive to 
resuming negotiations on a 
two-state solution.” 

Israel insists the Jewish 
neighborhoods in east 
Jerusalem are not settlements, 
but part of its own capital, 
a view disputed by the 
international community. 

The plan announced Monday 
takes the government of 
Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu into 
new political territory, by 
initiating construction for 
Jews in east Jerusalem. Up to 
now, the government has been 
saying it was endorsing plans 
already in the pipeline. Israel’s 
Housing Ministry confirmed 
that the new construction bids 
are Netanyahu’s first in east 
Jerusalem. 

A partition of Jerusalem — 
with Jewish neighborhoods 
going to Israel and Arab 
neighborhoods to a future 
Palestine — would likely 
be part of any peace deal. 
Palestinians say that with 
each expansion of Jewish 
areas, the Arab portion of the 


city is shrinking and partition 
becomes more difficult. 
Netanyahu said he was 
willing to get back to talks 
immediately, telling a group 
of Israeli ambassadors: “Israel 
wants peace.” 

Israeli-Palestinian talks 

broke off a year ago. After 
coming to power nine months 
ago, Netanyahu withdrew 
key promises made to the 
Palestiniansbyhispredecessor, 
including a willingness, in 
principle, to discuss the future 
of Jerusalem. 

About 300,000 Israelis live 
in West Bank settlements 
and another 180,000 in east 
Jerusalem, areas claimed 
by the Palestinians for their 
state. Under U.S. pressure, 
Netanyahu agreed to slow 
new housing construction 
in the West Bank, though 
construction of more than 
3,000 houses there continues. 
The Israeli leader refuses to 
stop building in east Jerusalem, 
captured by Israel in the 1967 
Mideast War and annexed. He 
says he will not cede any part 
of the city. 

Successivelsraeli governments 
have put up sprawling Jewish

CAIRO (AP) — Iranian 
authorities said Monday that 
they were holding the bodies 
of five slain anti-government 
protesters, including the 
nephew of the opposition 
leader, in what appeared to be 
an attempt to prevent activists 
from using their funerals 
as a platform for more 
demonstrations. 

Pro-reform Web sites and 
activists said the government 
also detained at least eight 
prominent opposition figures 
— including a former foreign 
minister — in an intensified 
crackdown that could fuel 
more violence of the kind that 
engulfed the center of Tehran 
on Sunday. The activity 
pushed the bitterly opposed 
camps beyond any immediate 
prospect of reconciliation 
or compromise. Hardliners, 
including clerical groups and 
the elite Revolutionary Guard, 
issued statements urging the 
country’s judiciary to take 
action against the opposition 
for violating Islamic principles 
and insulting the head of 
Iran’s religious leadership, 
Supreme Leader Ayatollah Ali 
Khamenei. 

In the bloodiest protests in 
months, groups of emboldened 
demonstrators on Sunday 
chanted slogans against 
Khamenei, casting aside a 
taboo on personal criticism 
of the leader. In outbursts of 
fury rarely seen in past street 
confrontations, they burned 
squad cars and motorcycles 
belonging to security forces 
who had opened fire on the 
crowds, according to witness 
accounts, opposition Web sites 
and amateur videos posted on 
the Web. 

“I believe we are moving 
toward a more militarized 
and repressive confrontation. 
Things are going to get worse,” 
said Ahmad Bakhshayesh, a 
political science professor at 
Tehran’s Allameh Tabatabaei 
University. 

IRNA, Iran’s state-run news 
agency, said the bodies of 
five protesters, including 
the nephew of opposition 
leader Mir Hossein Mousavi, 
were being held pending 
autopsies. The family of the 
nephew, Ali Mousavi, alleged 


that he was shot by security 
forces or government-backed 
militiamen, and his funeral 
would likely galvanize another 
outpouring of opposition 
anger. 

The nephew’s brother, Reza 
Mousavi, earlier said the body 
was taken overnight from a 
Tehran hospital. 
“Unfortunately, they have 
taken the body of my brother 
from the hospital, and however 
much we search, we can’t find 
the body,” Reza Mousavi had 
told the reformist Web site 
Parlemanne ws. ir. 

Islamic tradition calls for 
bodies to be buried within 24 
hours of death. 

The opposition has alleged 
that Mousavi’s nephew had 
received death threats in 
recent days and was shot by 
assassins who drove to his 
house. Reformists believe 
the killing was an attempt 
to pressure Mousavi to back 
down, and that the government 
took his nephew’s body to 
prevent mourners gathering in 
the street for his funeral. 
Iranian state television 
reported that eight people died 
in the violence in Tehran, a 
higher toll than the five deaths 
reported by some opposition 
Web sites. The television also 
cited the Health Ministry as 
saying 60 people were injured, 
and many had been released 
from hospitals after treatment. 
Independent confirmation of 
the casualties was virtually 
impossible because of state 
restrictions on media coverage 
of the upheaval that has gripped 
Iran since a disputed election 
in June. Iranian authorities 
have said 300 people were 
arrested in the protests, but did 
not specify where they were 
detained. The opposition Jaras 
Web site said several hundred 
were arrested in Tehran, and a 
similar number were detained 
in the central city of Isfahan. 
Tehran residents say limits 
on Internet access have been 
tightened since Sunday, and 
Iranians were unable to see 
opposition Web sites. Cell 
phone and text messaging 
services were sporadic. 
Communication problems 
are common around the time 
of demonstrations, likely a 
government bid to prevent 
negative publicity and disrupt 


coordination amongprotesters. 
The Parlemannews.ir site said 
three Mousavi aides were 
detained Monday, including 
top adviser Ali Riza Beheshti. 
Security forces also arrested 
two people in a raid on a 
foundation run by the reformist 
former President Mohammad 
Khatami, a foundation 
official said on condition of 
anonymity because of fears 
of police reprisal. The Baran 
Foundation works to promote 
dialogue between cultures. 
Former Foreign Minister 
Ebrahim Yazdi and human 
rights activist Emad Baghi 
were arrested, according to 
the Rah-e-Sabz Web site. 
Yazdi, who served as foreign 
minister after the 1979 Islamic 
revolution, is now leader of the 
banned but tolerated Freedom 
Movement of Iran. One of his 
aides was also detained. 
Bakhshayesh, the Tehran 
professor, said the best 
way to defuse the crisis 
was for Khamenei to ask 
Akbar Hashemi Rafsanjani, 
a former president close to 
the reformists, to mediate 
between the two sides. He said 
Khamenei’s absolute support 
for President Mahmoud 


Ahmadinejad, who is accused 
of stealing the election from 
Mousavi through massive 
vote fraud, was proving costly 
for the supreme leader. 

Mahdi Karroubi, an 
opposition figure who also 
ran in the election, asked 
how the government could 
spill the blood of its people 
during commemorations of 
Shiite Islam’s most important 
observance, Ashoura. The 
observance commemorates 
the seventh-century death in 
battle of one of Shiite Islam’s 
most beloved saints, and it

conveys a message of sacrifice 
in the face of repression. 

He told the opposition Rah- 
e-Sabz Web site that even 
the government of the shah, 
overthrown in the 1979 
Islamic Revolution, respected 
the holy day. Comparing a 
rival to the shah is a serious, 
though common, insult in 
Iranian politics. 

The government crackdown 
drew sharp criticism from the 
West, which is already locked 
in a dispute with Iran over its 
suspected efforts to develop 
nuclear weapons. □

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Stocks edge higher as shoppers step ep spending

NEW YORK - Better holiday 
sales and rising commodities 
prices pushed stocks to their 
sixth straight gain and new 
highs for 2009. 

Major indexes edged higher 
in light trading Monday after 
sales figures showed shoppers 
spent more freely this holiday 
season, a sign that consumers 
are feeling better about the 
economy. 

Figures from MasterCard 
Advisors ’ SpendingPulse, 
which track all forms of 
payment, show retail sales 
rose 3.6 percent from Nov. 1 
through Dec. 24, compared 
with a 2.3 percent drop a 
year ago. Adjusting for an 
extra shopping day between 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, 
the number was closer to a 1 
percent gain. 

Consumer spending is one 
of the biggest drivers of 
economic growth and is vital 
to a sustained recovery. 


Meanwhile, commodities 
prices rose as the dollar fell, 
giving a boost to energy and 
materials stocks. 

Airline stocks fell, helping to 
keep the rest of the market 
in check, after two security 
incidents on Northwest flights 
this weekend. The Dow Jones 
transportation average fell 0.6 
percent. 

With fewer traders in the 
market due to the holidays, 
and without any bad news, 
analysts say stocks are likely 
to drift higher during the final 
days of 2009. 

“What’s going to stop this is 
a question on a lot of people’s 
minds,” said Lawrence 
Creatura, portfolio manager at 
Federated Clover Investment 
Advisors. “And the answer so 
far is nothing.” 

Markets were closed for 
Christmas and will be closed 
again Friday for New Year’s 
Day. 

According to preliminary 
calculations, the Dow Jones 
industrial average rose 26.98, 


or 0.3 percent, to 10,547.08, 
its highest close since Oct. 1, 
2008. The Dow transportation 
average fell 24.37, or 0.6 
percent, to 4,163.49. 

The Standard & Poor’s 
500 index rose 5.39, or 0.2 
percent, to 1,127.78, and 
the Nasdaq composite index 
advanced 5.39, or 0.2 percent, 
to 2,291.08. 

Bond prices came off their 
lows after an auction of $44 
billion of two-year notes saw 
sufficient demand. Bond prices 
have been falling in recent 
weeks, pushing yields higher 
as stocks continue to advance 
amid improving economic 
data. 

In total, the Treasury 
Department is issuing $118 
billion of debt this week. 
Investors have worried 
this year that demand for 
government debt would wane 
amid the massive amounts 
of supply. But so far, most 
auctions have gone smoothly. 
The yield on the previously 
auctioned 10-year Treasury 


note, which moves opposite 
its price, rose to 3.85 percent 
from 3.80 percent Thursday. 
Stocks added to moderate gains 
from last week, when major 
indexes ended at new highs 
for the year following upbeat 
reports on unemployment and 
durable goods orders. This 
week, readings on home prices 
and consumer confidence 
are among the few economic 
reports expected. 

Stocks have managed to grind 
higher throughout December, 
but the gains have been more 
subdued than in recent months 
as investors have held back 
on making big moves going 
into the end of the year. The 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
is up 66.5 percent since hitting 
12-year lows in March. 

Many investors are starting to 
consider industries that have 
underperformed the broader 
market during the rally, as well 
as companies that are likely to 
do well even if the economy 
grows at a slower pace than 
anticipated.

LIENZ, Austria (AP) — 
Olympic favorite Lindsey 
Vonn had her left lower arm 
put in a splint following a 
crash on the opening run of 
a World Cup giant slalom on 
Monday, but was expected 
to start in a slalom race the 
following day. 

Vonn suffered no broken 
bones in the fall, according 
to Richard Quincy, the U.S. 
team medical director, and 
doctor Eduard Sporer from 
Lienz district hospital. 

“It’s not a classic broken 
wrist,” said Sporer, who 
added that the skier had a 
bruised bone with swelling in 
the nearby area but that Vonn 
would be able to race in the 
slalom. 


Vonn underwent X-ray and 
MRI scans at the hospital 
before the doctor gave the all 
clear. She then returned to the 
United States team hotel. 
“She’s got a lot of pain now 
but if she feels well she could 
start (Tuesday),” Sporer said. 
Quincy confirmed that the 
scans showed no fractures, 
only a bone bruise. Vonn’s 
arm was placed in a splint 
that would enable her to ski in 
Tuesday’s slalom. 

“The bone almost broke. It 
has tiny stress fractures inside 
and massive internal bruising 
and swelling,” Thomas Vonn, 
Lindsey’s husband, wrote in 
an e-mail to The Associated 
Press. “Basically what it 
means is she can ski as soon as 
she can handle the pain. She 
will be testing it out (Tuesday 
morning) to see if she can race 
in the slalom.” 

Vonn skipped the mandatory 
public bib draw Monday 
evening and was represented 
by teammate Kaylin 
Richardson. 

Vonn started 15th in the GS 
and made a couple of mistakes 
in the early part of her run, 
falling more than a second 
behind the leading time set by 
Kathrin Hoelzl of Germany. 
After a sharp left turn, the 


American lost her balance on 
a bump and fell backwards, 
hitting a gate and losing a ski. 
The two-time World Cup 
overall champion remained 
down for almost 10 minutes 
receiving first aid. Vonn 
eventually stood up, put her 
skis back on and made it to the 
bottom of the hill with her left 
arm in a sling. 

“My arm really hurts,” Vonn 
said as she climbed into an 
ambulance and headed to the 
hospital. “I don’t know what 
has happened. I believe it’s 
broken.” 

Trevor Wagner, the technical 
coach of the U.S. team, said 
Vonn was still considering 
racing the slalom. 

“I’m going to talk to her, but 
it’s up to her,” Wagner said. 
U.S. women’s speed coach 
Alex Hoedlmoser was not at 
the race but was with Vonn for 
training the past two days. 

“It was just a bumper, I guess, 
and it looked worse than it 
was,” Hoedlmoser said. 

With the Olympics looming, 
Hoedlmoser suggested 

skipping the slalom would be 
a good idea. 

“It definitely would make 
sense looking at the bigger 
picture for her to rest for a 
couple of days,” he said. Q

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Northwestern among four newcomers to AP Top 25

It usually isn’t big news when 
a team from the Big Ten 
moves into The Associated 
Press’ college basketball 
poll. It is when that team is 
Northwestern. 

The Wildcats moved into the 
poll on Monday at No. 25, 
their first appearance in the 
rankings since January 1969, 
when it was still just a Top 
20 . 

With Kansas again a runaway 
No. 1, as it has been since the 
preseason poll, the top eight 
teams remained the same for 
the third straight week. 

The Jayhawks (11-0), who 
beat California 84-69 in their 
only game last week, received 
52 first-place votes from the 
65-member national media 
panel. 

Texas (11-0), which beat 
Michigan State 79-68 last 
week for its second straight win 
over a top 10 team, was No. 
1 on 11 ballots and remained 
second, while Kentucky (13- 
0) had one first-place vote and 
was third. 

Purdue (11-0) was fourth, 
followed by Syracuse (12-0) 
— which had the other first- 
place vote — West Virginia 
(10-0), Duke and Villanova. 


North Carolina and 
Connecticut both moved up a 
spot to round out the top 10. 
Northwestern (10-1) has won 
nine straight games since a 
loss to Butler. The Wildcats, 
the only team from a BCS 
conference to never play in 
the NCAA tournament, were 
ranked for three weeks during 
the 1968-69 season. They 
made the poll only two other 
times: for one week in 1954- 
55; and seven weeks in 1958- 
59. 

Three other teams moved 
into the rankings this week. 
No. 22 Florida State (11-2) 
and No. 23 Wisconsin (10- 

2) were both ranked for one 
week earlier this season. UAB 
(11-1) moved in at No. 24, the 
Blazers’ first ranking since the 
final poll of 2005-06. 

Butler, which lost to UAB 
last week, dropped out from 
No. 20. The Bulldogs (8-4) 
were 11th in the preseason 
poll and were ranked in the 
six previous regular-season 
polls.

New England and Dallas are 
back in the playoffs. The New 
York Giants are out. And both 
AFC wild-card spots are still 
up for grabs. 

Tom Brady and the Patriots 
returned to the postseason 
with a performance worthy 
of the team of the decade, 
a 35-7 rout of Jacksonville 
on Sunday. Also back after 
a one-year absence is Green 
Bay, which secured an NFC 
wild-card berth with a 48-10 
victory over Seattle. 
Cincinnati clinched the AFC 
North with its 17-10 win over 
Kansas City, and the Cowboys 
grabbed the final NFC playoff 
spot by beating Washington 
17-0 on Sunday night. That 
eliminated the Giants, who 
were routed by Carolina 41- 
9 and missed the postseason 
after starting 5-0. 

Following their 30-27 victory 
over Denver, the playoff- 
bound Philadelphia Eagles 
(11-4) will play at Dallas (10- 
5) for the NFC East title next 
Sunday. 

The AFC wild-card scramble 
got even more complicated 
with Baltimore’s 23-20 loss 
at Pittsburgh. When the Jets 
spoiled the Colts’ unbeaten 
season 29-15, it pushed New 
York into the driver’s seat 
for a wild card, along with 
the Ravens. Both are 8-7 and 
with wins next week over 
Cincinnati and Oakland, 
respectively, they will go to 
the postseason. 

Tennessee (7-8) was 
eliminated Sunday. 

New Orleans was stunned 
20-17 in overtime by Tampa 
Bay, preventing the NFC 
South champion Saints 
from clinching home-field 
advantage throughout the 
conference playoffs. But the 
Saints still could get that by 
winning at Carolina next 
weekend. 

Already into the postseason 
were Arizona, winner of 


the NFC West; Minnesota, 
which owns the NFC North 
title; Philadelphia, assured at 
least a wild card; San Diego, 
champion of the AFC West; 
and Indianapolis, winner of 
the AFC South. 

Brady threw four touchdown 
passes, three to Randy Moss, 


and the young defense put 
together its third straight solid 
game for New England (10- 
5). The Patriots clinched the 
AFC East title after missing 
the playoffs last season for the 
first time since 2002 despite 
an 11-5 record. 

Brady bounced back after 


throwing for just 307 yards 
with two touchdowns and two 
interceptions in his previous 
two games. He completed 23 
of 26 passes for 267 yards, 
reminiscent of his brilliance 
the last time the teams met 
— 26 of 28 for 262 yards 
with three touchdowns and 


no interceptions in a 31-20 
divisional playoff win on Jan. 
12, 2008. 

“It’s big, believe me. ... It’s 
been a long journey for us,” 
Brady said. “You start out in 
the beginning of January last 
year not making the playoffs. 
... We put a lot into it over the 
course of these 12 months and 
it really pays off when it goes 
the way you hope it does.” 
Green Bay (10-5) had 
four interceptions of Matt 
Hasselbeck. The Packers have 
surged after a 4-4 start. 

Several Packers players, 
including Charles Woodson 
and Greg Jennings, 
acknowledged fans during a 
lap around the stadium after 
the game. 

“I don’t think you could 
ask for a better day,” Ryan 
Grant said. Carson Palmer’s 
touchdown pass to Chad 
Ochocinco completed a 98- 
yard drive in the closing 
minutes for Cincinnati to 
conclude a rough week. The 
Bengals (10-5) moved into the 
playoffs for only the second 
time in the past 19 years after 
dealing with the death of 
receiver Chris Henry. 

“To win this game, no matter 
how ugly, makes you closer 
as a team,” defensive lineman 
Tank Johnson said, wearing 
a gray division champion 
baseball cap. “Winning makes 
everything feel better — a 
broken leg, a broken heart.”

Nev. orders urine tests lor Pacquiao, Mayweather

LAS VEGAS (AP) — The head of the Nevada 
boxing commission ordered Manny Pacquiao 
and Floyd Mayweather Jr. to submit to urine 
tests Monday as a way of trying to break the 
impasse that has threatened to derail their 
proposed March 13 megafight. Pacquiao and 
Mayweather must submit to the tests within 
48 hours or face possible fines or suspension 
by the Nevada Athletic commission. “That at 
least starts the ball rolling,” said Keith Kizer, 
the commission’s executive director. The tests, 
which were ordered by commission chairman 
Pat Lundvall, fall under an out-of-competition 
testing regulation which went into effect last 
year and allows state boxing authorities to 
order boxers to comply. Kizer said about 30 
of the tests have been ordered in the last 18 
months. The commission’s demand comes a 
day after Pacquiao promoter Bob Arum said 
he would not budge off a proposal to do just 
three blood tests on the two fighters — and 
none within 30 days of the fight. Arum, who 


had suggested the NAC decide next month 
who will prevail in the dispute, said he 
planned to begin negotiating a fight with Paul 
Malignaggi if Mayweather’s camp didn’t 
agree to the terms. But May weather’s manager, 
Leonard Ellerbe, said Monday there would be 
no fight on Arum’s terms, and charged the 
promoter with trying to shift the blame for the 
fight not happening from Pacquiao’s side to 
Mayweather. “If he’s unwilling to do random 
blood and urine it’s a nonstarter,” Ellerbe told 
The Associated Press. “He knows that. If they 
want to walk away from the richest fight in 
the history of the sport, that’s their decision.” 
Kizer said the urine tests could play a part in 
breaking the impasse, though Mayweather’s 
camp has said that blood tests are necessary to 
find performance-enhancing drugs that may 
not be detected by urine tests. Mayweather 
backed off earlier on a demand for the tests 
to be conducted by the U.S. Anti-Doping 
Agency but has insisted all along that they be 
done randomly and include blood tests within 
30 days before the fight.Q

Dutch Minister Wouter 
Bos spoke with Jasper over 
the phone and expressed 
his appreciation on behalf 
of the Dutch government. 


Jasper himself seems rather 
sober about his part: “I just 
jumped. I didn’t think. I 
went over there and tried 
to save the plane,” he said 
in an interview with CNN. 
Jasper was born in Curacao, 
a former Dutch colony in the 
Caribbean though his family 
often moved, globetrotting for 
his father’s job with the Shell 
Oil firm. 


Besides Curacao, Jasper and 
his family lived in Oman, the 
Netherlands and Gabon, where 
they had to flee with help of the 
French foreign legion when 
the civil war broke out there. 
After secondary school he 
graduated from a film academy 
in Miami. Currently, he runs 
a video company called “Go 
With The Flow Productions.”

Aruban investors concerned 


Feds probe links between lawmakers, Allen Stanlord 


ORANJESTAD - Just hours 
after federal agents charged 
banker Allen Stanford with 
fleecing investors of $7 
billion, the disgraced financier 
received a message from one 
of Congress’ most powerful 
members, Pete Sessions. 

“I love you and believe in 
you,” said the e-mail sent 
on Feb. 17. “If you want my 
ear/voice — e-mail,” it said, 
signed “Pete.” 

The message from the chair 
of the National Republican 
Congressional Committee 
represents one of the many ties 
between members of Congress 
and the indicted banker that 
have caught the attention of 
federal agents. 

The Justice Department is 
investigating millions of 
dollars Allen Stanford and his 
staff contributed to lawmakers 
over the past decade to 
determine if the banker 


received special favors from 
politicians while building 
his spectacular offshore 
bank in Antigua, McClatchy 
Newspapers has learned. 
Agents are examining 
campaign dollars, as well as 
lavish Caribbean trips funded 
by Stanford for politicians and 
their spouses, feting them with 
lobster dinners and caviar. 

The money Stanford gave 
Sessions and other lawmakers 
was stolen from his clients 
while he carried out what 
prosecutors now say was one 
of the nation’s largest Ponzi 
schemes. 

Sessions, 54, a longtime 
House member from Dallas 
who met with Stanford during 
two trips to the Caribbean, 
did not respond to interview 
requests. 

Supporters say the lawmaker, 
who received $44,375 from 
Stanford and his staff, was

But the message found on 


Stanford’s computer servers 
and the contributions he 
made to Sessions and other 
lawmakers — totaling $2.3 
million — are now part of the 
government’s inquiry. 

Records show Stanford also 
doled out $5 million on 
lobbying since 2001, setting 
up his own Washington firm 
last year with expensive 
furnishings and artwork — 
the money plundered from his 
customers’ accounts. 

Over the years, he took on 
battles to protect his banking 


network while fending off 
regulators. 

In 2001, he pressed 
successfully to kill a bill that 
would have exposed the flow 
of millions into his secretive 
offshore bank in Antigua. 

The next year, he helped 
block legislation that would 
have drawn more government 
scrutiny to his bank. 

While he was fighting 
reforms to financial secrecy 
and offshore banking laws, 
Stanford was hobnobbing with 
dozens of lawmakers. □

“The Friendly Island” appears 
to have celebrated a relatively 
quiet Christmas. Perhaps it 
was because the wet weather 
kept more people inside, but 
few incidents other than traffic 
accidents were reported in any 
case on the Dutch side. 

But as tranquil as the holiday 
season has been up to now 
and hopefully will continue, 
the New Year promises 
to be an intense one, with 
the much-talked-about 

constitutional reforms finally 
coming to fruition and St. 
Maarten preparing to take on 
country status. The transfer to 
the Island Territory of tasks 
now handled by the Central 
Government is scheduled to 
start from January 1 as the 
dismantling of the Netherlands 
Antilles begins in earnest. 
Preparing for that takes 
financial and human resources 
for which help is indeed 
needed from both Willemstad 
and The Hague, but it’s also 
about the island taking on 
more responsibility and doing 
what it takes to shoulder it. 
That is a mental question as 
much as it is a material one, 
and it’s important to keep in 
mind that more autonomy 
first and foremost translates to 
added responsibility. 

Along with greater authority, 
country status also means 
increased accountability, as 
soon there will be no more 
Central Government to 
blame. St. Maarten will need 
to gather all its strengths and 
work on its weaknesses to 
ensure a healthy start of the 
new country. 

The fact that there will be 
not one, but most likely two 
elections in the first seven 
months of the year does not 
make things any easier. In 
their drive to campaign and 
get elected, local politicians 
should not lose sight of the 
historic moment in which 
the island finds itself and 
should continue to work to 
make it a success, whether in 
government or opposition. 
Ultimately, it’s about the 
future of St. Maarten and its 
children; our children. Both 
have been let down more than 
enough. □ 


Police arrest four suspects for 
Busquet homicide and robbery 


PHILIPSBURG-The police 
have arrested four persons 
in connection with the 
December 12 armed robbery 
and killing of businessman 
Jean Claude Busquet at 
“Bumpercar Rides” in 
Simpson Bay. 

In a statement issued by the 
Prosecutor’s Office last night 
through police spokesman 
Inspector Ricardo Henson, 
the suspects were identified 
as 19-year-old A.C. and 26- 
year-old D.F. of Guyana, and 
33-year-old D.E. and 23- 
year-old J.P. of Jamaica. 
Henson said three of the 
suspects held were believed to 
have been “directly involved 
in the robbery” while the 
fourth “has been arrested as 
a suspect in receiving items 
that were stolen during this 
robbery (fencing).” 

“With the arrest of these four 
persons, the key suspects in 
the involvement of the death 
of Busquet are presently 
in the hands of the police 
and Justice Department. ... 
The investigation is still 
ongoing and more arrests 
are not excluded,” Henson 
explained. 

He said several search 
warrants had been executed 
during the investigation and 


items confiscated during 
those searches still had to be 
investigated. All four suspects 
have already appeared before 
the Judge of Instruction and 
the investigation is ongoing. 
Following Busquet’s 

murder, an investigating 
team comprising members 
of the local police force, the 
police force of Curasao, and 
Dutch Royal Marechaussees 
under the instruction of 
the Kingdom Detective 
Cooperation Team RST was 
formed. 

Noting that intensive 
investigations based on “very 
close cooperation between 
the different departments” 
had led to the four suspects 
being arrested, Henson 
explained, “The intention of 
all departments involved was 
to have this case solved before 
the Christmas holidays,” and 
that was exactly what had 
taken place. 

He explained further that the 
Prosecutor’s Office and the 
other police departments had 
decided that with regard to 
any homicide investigation, 
a separate investigation team 
would be formed to track 
and apprehend the suspect(s) 
involved. 

Such a team was formed for 


the first time to investigate the 
David Eustace murder case. 
That investigation is still 
ongoing and the Police Force 
and Prosecutor’s Office “are 
doing their utmost to have 
this case solved.” 

Henson said the arrests in the 
Busquet case in recent days in 
the run-up to Christmas “are 


the first signs that the new 
approach will definitely lead 
to good results.” He said the 
arrests were also indicative 
that, contrary to the past, 
“The chance for suspects 
involved in very serious and 
violent criminal activities to 
escape being captured has 
diminished. ”□ 


Marlin wonders when 
budget will be debated 

PHILIPSBURG—Democratic Party (DP) Councilman Roy 
Marlin on Sunday said it was “a shame” that the government 
of St. Maarten will be going into 2010 without an approved 
budget. 

Marlin said for all the talk of the National Alliance-led 
government about how crucial a year 2010 will be for the island 
and its people, having no budget “gives kingdom partners more 
opportunities to put St. Maarten in the light of not being ready 
for constitutional change.” 

Marlin said the members of the Island Council have received 
no indication from the Executive Council if the Committee 
for Financial Supervision (CFT) had given a reaction to the 
submitted draft budget. “When exactly are we going to look at 
the budget?” Marlin asked. 

He recalled that the CFT had given the Executive Council two 
deadlines to submit a budget, the DP had an uphill battle to get a 
Central Committee meeting called on the said budget, and there 
was still no indication when a public discussion on the budget 
will take place. 

“It is a shame,” Marlin said. “I can’t recall the last time we went 
into a new budgetary year without a budget to speak of. This is 
not the way we are supposed to be starting the year in which we 
are scheduled to obtain country status, with no direction how or 
on what we will be spending,” Marlin said. □

SANTIAGO (Reuters) - Chile entregaria el 
martes a Pern una nota verbal y un informe 
con antecedentes vinculados a la denuncia 
peruana de un supuesto caso de espionaje 
en favor de Santiago, mientras que el Fiscal 
Nacional descarto por ahora abrir una 
investigacion en esta materia. 

El ministro de Relaciones Exteriores chileno, 
Mariano Fernandez, dijo el lunes que el envio 
de los datos es parte del proceso formal, luego 
de que Lima denuncio que un agente de la 
Fuerza Aerea de Pern (FAP) espio para Chile 
en el 2002. 

“Probablemente manana estemos dando 
respuesta como corresponde (a Pern)... va 
una nota verbal acompanada del informe 
del fiscal”, dijo a periodistas Fernandez. 
El supuesto espia, detenido hace mas de 
un mes y acusado de enviar informacion 
militar reservada a Chile, habia trabajado en 
la embajada peruana en Santiago hace siete 
anos. 

Poco antes de que Fernandez se refiriera al 
caso, el Fiscal Nacional Sabas Chahuan dijo 
que no esta confirmada ninguna identidad 


en el supuesto caso de espionaje. El fiscal 
agrego que tras la entrega de su informe 
con los antecedentes solicitados por Pern al 
Ministerio de Relaciones Exteriores no hay 
nada mas pendiente. 

“En lo que nos compete tecnicamente 
no corresponde por ahora abrir ninguna 
investigacion con los antecedentes que se nos 
enviaron desde Pern. No corresponde”, dijo 
Chahuan. Pese a las declaraciones del fiscal 
chileno, el embajador peruano en Santiago, 
Carlos Pareja, dijo que Pern aun puede insistir 
enviando informacion mas detallada sobre el 
presunto espionaje. 

“Nosotros podemos remitir mucha mas 
informacion, mas pormenorizada, para ver si 
se da con estas dos personas o si hay merito 
para abrir una investigacion. Nosotros lo 
que debemos es insistir remitiendo la mayor 
informacion posible”, afirmo desde Santiago 
a la radio peruana RPP.

Dos muertos y miles de evacuados 
en provincia de Buenos Aires 


BUENOS AIRES (AP) - Dos personas 
murieron y al menos 3.000 fueron 
evacuadas araiz de las lluvias caidas en los 
dos ultimos dias al norte de la provincia de 
Buenos Aires, donde la localidad de San 
Antonio de Areco resulto particularmente 
afectada. 

Un nino de 10 anos y un joven de 19 
murieron ahogados en las crecidas aguas 
del arroyo que cruza la localidad de 
Pergamino, informaron los bomberos a 
medios de prensa. 

En San Antonio de Areco unas 3.000 
personas tuvieron que abandonar sus 
viviendas. El desbordamiento del Rio 
Areco contribuyo a anegar zonas del casco 
historico de la ciudad y vastos campos 
de los alrededores, donde se preve que 
vuelva a Hover en las proximas horas. 

La intendente de dicha localidad, Estela 
Lennon, dijo el lunes a Radio 10 que 
podia observar a unos cien metros de la 
plaza principal como el agua circulaba 


“a una velocidad alta, como si fuera un 
rio torrentoso”. Uno de los edificios 
que sufrieron las consecuencias de 
las inundaciones es el Museo Ricardo 
Guiraldes, de tradicion campesina. En 
tanto, una rata que conduce a la ciudad 
permanece cortada debido al anegamiento 
del agua. 

Las autoridades investigan si varios 
canales constraidos de forma irregular por 
productores rarales en sus campos para 
verter la acumulacion de agua en el rio 
contribuyeronaprovocarlas inundaciones. 
En la localidad de Salto, hay mas de 400 
evacuados por el desbordamiento de un 
rio, informo al canal de television Todo 
Noticias Juan Carlos Godoy, jefe de 
Bomberos de la localidad. 

El Servicio Meteorologico Nacional 
mantiene una alerta meteorologico por 
tormentas severas para siete provincias 
de Argentina, entre ellas la de Buenos
